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Agreements 
Reached On 
Phones, Mail

WASHINGTON (AP) Tele­ 
phone workers prepared today 
to return to work under terms 
of a proposed contract as lead­ 
ers of seven postal unions gath­ 
ered here to discuss a tentative 
agreement worked out with the 
U.S. Postal Service. 
The two agreements, cov­ 
ering more than 1 million work­ 
ers nationwide, were bright 
spots on a labor front still fac­ 
ing the dim prospect of further 
railroad tieups by the weekend. 
The Postal Service, which re­ 
placed the Post Office Depart­ 
ment July 1, worked out the fi­ 
nal pact with a union subcom­ 
mittee after 36 hours of ’round- 
the-clock barga in in g. 
A spokesman said it was “in 
the neighborhood” of $750 mil­ 
lion but he disclosed no specif­ 
ics. 
Pay of a postal worker now 
runs from $7,100 per year to an 
average 
$9,700 
after 
eight 
years. 
The telephone workers had 
walked off their jobs in Bell 
System facilities a week ago, 
demanding higher pay and bet­ 
ter benefits. Their agreement 
was said by a union official to 
represent a 33^ -per-cent in­ 
crease in the next three years, 
a pact worth $4 billion. 
About 400,000 members of the 
Communications 
Workers 
of 
America walked out, with an­ 
other 100,000 union members 
observing picket lines set up 
during the strike. 
Joseph A. Beirne. CWA presi­ 
dent, said the tentative agree­ 
ment will not be ratified until 
secret balloting of union mem­ 
bers is completed, a process 
expected to take about two 
weeks. But workers planned to 
begin returning to work after 
midnight tonight. 
In New York, the state CWA 
bargaining union rejected the 
agreement as unsatisfactory in 
regard to vacation, pension and 
u'orking-condition 
provisions. 
But the panel said the decision 
will have to come from the 
rank and file. 
Should the members across 
the country turn down the set­ 
tlement, Beirne said, a new 
strike will follow Aug. 19. 
In the rails dispute, the 
United Transportation Union 
said Monday it will add six 
more railroads to the selective 
strike under way now against 
the Southern and Union Pacific 
lines. 
Strike deadlines had been set 
for 
12:01 
a.m., 
Saturday 
against the Southern Pacific, 
the Norfolk & Western and the 
Chicago and North Western. 
The CNW contends it is clear of 
strike danger because of a 
court order, but the UTU says 
the line still faces a walkout. 


Kentucky Dam Holding; 
1,200 Persons Evacuated 


MOREHEAD. Ky. (AP) - 
Workmen, laboring through the 
night,, apparently contained the 
rising waters of the Licking 
Rive near here early today, 
which earlier had forced the 
evacuation of 1,200 persons from 
their homes. 
A statement from Lt. Gov. 
Wendell Ford, who was on the 
scene for most of the night, said 
an inspection of the partially- 
constructed Cave Run Dam at 
the site showed it was holding 
the rain-swollen waters and that 
the greatest danger appeared to 
be over.

Ford’s statement, released at 
5 a.m. EDT, said the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers would con­ 
tinue to keep an eye on the dam 
and would issue another state­ 
ment when the river was ex­ 
pected to crest about three 
hours hence. 
Earlier State Police had evac­ 
uated about half of the residents 
of the Northeast Kentucky com­ 
munities of Salt Lick and Farm­ 
ers when it was feared the dam 
might give way. 
Authorities also were urging 
the remaining residents to leave 
the area because there was still 
some threat from the rising 
waters. The latest report show­ 
ed the water within 1% feet of 
the top of the lowest part of the 
dam and still rising at about 
two-tenths of a foot per hour. 
Workmen earlier had feared 
they would be unable to pile 
more dirt on the top of the dam 
but found later in the morning 
they could still build the struc­ 
ture higher. 
An Corps of Engineers’ offici­ 
al at Louisville said about 4,000 
cubic feet of water a second 
were being released through 
conduits in the dam, but didn’t 
check the rise in the water level. 
A Corps inspector at the dam 
site, Lt. Thomas Hugenberg, 
said if the waters reached the 
top of the dam, a controlled cut 
would be made in the embank­ 
ment to release some of the 
water downstream. 
Hugenberg said if the water 
topped the dam it could erode 
the landfill and spill into the low- 
lying farmers and Salt Lick 
communities that are separated 
by the river. He could not esti­ 
mate how much water would 
run into the two communities if 
the dam gave way. 
About 20 feet of water was be­ 
hind the dam at 9:30 p.m., EDT, 
Monday. Heavy weekend rains 
in the northeast part of the state 
were blamed for the rise.

Top Indiana 
Court Upholds 
Death Penalty 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
Indiana Supreme Court kept 
eight men under the death pen­ 
alty today after upholding capi­ 
tal punishment in a narrow 3-2 
decision. 
The high court ruled here 
Monday on an appeal of one of 
the men facing electrocution, 
Charles Wayne Adams, who was 
sentenced to death in Hunting­ 
ton County in 1968 on a r a pe­ 
rn urder conviction. 
The appeal alleged the death 
penalty was “cruel and unusual 
punishment.” 
Chief Justice Norman F. Ar- 
terburn wrote in the majority 
opinion that the court must fol­ 
low legislative intent and histor­ 
ic precedent “when the legisla­ 
tive body still sees fit to fix the 
same (death) as a penalty.” 
Efforts in the legislature to 
abolish the death penalty have 
failed. 
Judges Richard M. Givan and 
Donald H. Hunter concurred 
with Arterburn. All three are 
Republicans. 
Democrats Roger O. DeBru- 
ler and Dixon W. Prentice dis­ 
sented, advocating reversal of 
Adams’ sentence.

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NIXON ASKS 
RESTRAINT 


It seems too bad that in such an “en~ 
lightened" country as ours that the 
President of the United States finds it 
necessary to call for “restraint” on pub­ 
lic utterances and speculation regarding 
a matter so delicate and important as the 
proposed visit to Peking. 
Regardless of a citizen’s viewpoint in 
the proposed trip, we certainly must feel 
that Mr. Nixon has undoubtedly weighed 
the consequences and benefits of such a 
meeting in the light of world peace. All 
the speculation, the “reading between 
the lines,” the press conferences, all 
dramatic second-guessing by our TV 
commentators can not help our president 
as he plans for this Peking visit. 
Most of our intellectual leadership in 
public life will comply with Mr. Nixon’s 
request. Much of our news media will 
respect the sincere effort of our presi­ 
dent as he seeks to work out the most 
delicate problems ahead. 
However, it will be too much for us, or 
Mr. Nixon, to expect cooperation from 
some arrogant television “newsmen” who 
ride the air waves each evening. These 
self-appointed experts at everything, to­ 
gether with our elected officials who 
have so 
mercilessly 
and 
relentlessly 
crippled two presidents in the Vietnam 
action, are an unpredictable lot. 
The most singular aspect of the Viet­ 
nam conflict is that we have had so many 
betrayers at loose in our land . . . be­ 
trayers whose acts, words, and deeds 
have cost thousands of lives among our 
fighting men in Asia. Through the ef­ 
forts of these people, Hanoi has been en­ 
couraged. It is wonderful to have so 
many friends in the camp of the enemy 
in time of war. 
These Hanoi-helpers can be expected 
now to do whatever damage possible in 
this new venture in foreign affairs. 
We watch now with extreme interest 
the next moves by those who have so 
much admiration for everything which 
comes out of Hanoi. Let us now see what 
plans they have as they turn their efforts 
to assist Peking. 
They will have to go into big action to 
outdo the record they have set for them­ 
selves in assistance to Hanoi.

Hezekiah is described as a man who 
“trusted in the Lord . . . so that after 
him was none like him among all the 
kings of Judah, nor any that were be­ 
fore him” (II Kings 18:5). Since godly 
devotion does not normally thrive in 
royal robes, we are pleasantly surprised 
that the son of such a wicked king could 
turn out to be such a mighty man of 
faith and prayer. 
It was the passion of Hezekiah from 
the beginning of his reign to bring his 
erring people back to God. As any re­ 
former ‘discovers, Hezekiah sensed that 
he was not only facing evil forces, but 
the harder task was the stirring up of 
sluggish indifferent souls. 
But the young 
king courageously 
tackled his task. He boldly put down 
idolatry, zealously cleansed and repaired 
the temple, and uncomprisingly restored 
the worship that had been neglected and 
corrupted. Through all of Judah his 
proclamation was carried that the peo­ 
ple were to attend the great religious 
festivals. The people responded with en­ 
thusiasm, and the result was a remark­ 
able national revival. 
But Hezekiah’s task was not easy. Pres­ 
sure was brought upon the king both 
from within and without to prevent his 
taking the necessary steps. But he had a 
passion for righteousness that offset his 
temptation to yield to ease and luxury of 
a royal court. By resisting temptation he 
found added strength to deal with out­ 
ward opposition. Thus a power from on 
high awaited his discipline, and he dealt 
with the cruel Assyrian armies from the 
east with such force that men every­ 
where had to know that God was with 
him.

Agnew Had No 
Advance Word 
Of Nixon Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon gave Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro T. Agnew no ad­ 
vance word of his plan to visit 
Communist China, says an in­ 
formed White House source. 
Agnew, according to the in­ 
formant, was excluded from all 
advance planning and knew 
nothing of Nixon's dramatic 
move 
until Thursday night 
when the President publicly an­ 
nounced his intentions. 
This may account for Ag­ 
news refusal to comment when 
first contacted by newsmen 
about the announcement. The 
vice president was in Africa at 
the time on one of the, final legs 
of a m onth-long a round -the- 
world trip which took him away 
from the councils of govern­ 
ment during final negotiations 
on an agreement for Nixon to 
visit Peking. 
Agnew is known to have dis­ 
pleased the White House earlier 
this year when he described the 
visit of an American table-ten­ 
nis team to Peking as a dis­ 
aster for the United States and 
a propaganda victory for Red 
China.

Q — I have painted in and 
around the house for years, but 
only recently began to use 
masking tape. Why is it that I 
cannot pull up the masking tape 
without taking a little of the 
paint with it along the edges? 
Recently I masked an area I did 
not want painted and everything 
seemed to be okay, but when I 
removed the tape, it produced 
an irregular edge. What am I 
doing wrong? 
A.—The chances are that you 
waited too long before taking off 
the tape. The tape should be re­ 
moved while the paint is still a 
little tacky. 
Q.—There is a leak in our gar­ 
den hose. It's made of rubber, 
not plastic. How can It be re­ 
paired? 
A.—If it’s a tiny, almost invi­ 
sible opening that is causing the 
leak, wait until the damaged 
area is thoroughly dry, then 
coat it generously with a rub­ 
ber-based cement. Apply a sec­ 
ond coat and about 15 minutes 
later, wind, rubber, plastic or 
electrical tape around the sec­ 
tion and do not use the hose for 
at least 24 hours. There is also a 
special paste that hardens into 
rubber. It can be used in place 
of the rubber-based cement. If 
the opening is more than just a 
crack or pinhole, the damaged 
portion must be cut away with a 
short knife. The two ends are 
then joined together with a met­ 
al splicer or mending tube with 
a flexible clamp. In buying the 
splicer or tube, be sure to speci­ 


fy that you are using it on the 
rubber hose, as there is a differ­ 
ent type for a plastic hose. 
Q —I am thinking of buying a 
ride-on lawn mower. In shop­ 
ping for one at a local store, I 
noticed that some of them have 
the insignia ASA on them. When 
I asked the dealer what it 
meant, he said he didn’t know. 
Can you help me? 
A.—ASA standi for American 
Standards Association. Placed 
on a power machine, it means 
that the product meets that or­ 
ganisation’s minimum 
safety 
standards. But it does not mean 
that other machines without the 
designation are necessarily less 
safe. 
Q —We applied latex paint to 
our basement concrete floor two 
years ago. Now we want to tile 
the floor. Must the paint be re­ 
moved? 
A.—If the paint is in good con­ 
dition—that is, not peeling—you 
can tile right over it.

(AP) 
— 
Former Gov. Matthew E. Welsh 
announced, today he will seek the 
Democratic, nomination for gov­ 
ernor next. year. 
Welsh told a news conference 
he does not believe his connec­ 
tion with the state’s first sales 
tax will damage his candidacy. 
Referring to Indiana Republi­ 
can Chairman John K. Snyder’s 
comment labelling him as “the 
father of the sales tax,” Welsh 
said, “I have seen no indication 
anybody wanted me up with an 
alternative.” 
The announcement by Welsh, 
governor from 1961-65, came as 
no surprise because he had been 
building: up support among the 
Democratic county and district 
leaders during five months of 
travels. 
Welsh said the issues likely to 
dominate the 1972 campaign are 
not yet clear and probably won’t 
jell until after the 1972 legisla­ 
tive session.

Some legislative leaders doubt 
the brief session next year will 
produce any changes in the tax 
system. 
Welsh noted President Nixon 
remains “very popular in Indi­ 
ana” going into his probable 
1972 reelection campaign. But 
Welsh won in 1960 despite the 
fact Nixon carried the state then 
in the presidential campaign. 
He said if nominated he ex­ 
pects to repeat his victory. 
Welsh repeated previous state­ 
ments that the selection of a 
Democratic nominee for lieuten­ 
ant governor “is the business of 
the convention” and said he will 
accept whoever is chosen. 
He said he has “had discus­ 
sions with some who are giving, 
some thought to running for 
lieutenant governor. 
Welsh said he expects to de­ 
velop a “positive program” as 
a basis for his campaign if he 
is nominated, rather than con­ 
centrating on attacking the Re­ 
publican administration of Gov. 
Edgar D. Whitcomb. 
Although his announcement 
came 11 months before the 
party’s nominating convention, 
Welsh said he will, try not to de­ 
tract from current city cam­ 
paigns. 
If elected. Welsh would lie- 
come the second man in the 
state’s history to serve two 
terms as governor. The first 
was Henry Schricker.

phases of the mission such as 
separation and docking of the 
two vehicles and landing and 
liftoff from the moon. 
Russian cosmonauts do not 
carry space pressure suits. 
Their spacecraft pressure sys­ 
tem oí litrogen and oxygen un­ 
der 14.7 pounds per square inch 
is such that depressurization is 
instant with no chance to don 
suits in case of failure that 
would be caused by a leak. 
The Apollo system of pure ox­ 
ygen under 5 pounds per square 
inch pressure would depressur- 
ize less rapidly and it has a 
surge tank that would create a 
fast flow of oxygen which 
would give the astronauts up to 
29 minutes to don the protective 
suits. 
NASA said the Apollo 15 as­ 
tronauts will not wear suits 
during re-entry to earth be­ 
cause they would have time to 
don them if there were a pres­ 
sure failure. 
It said there was greater risk 
of a structure failure on land­ 
ing in the Pacific than there is 
during re-entry. The stress fac­ 
tor on re-entry is predictable, a 
statement said. But stress loads 
vary on hitting the water be­ 
cause of such factors as wind 
and w?ave velocity.
